(d) The Board shall pronulgate rules for the conduct of its
work, and the Chairman shall file a copy of such rules and any
amendnents thereto with the Director and with the Secretary of State.

(e) The Board shall keep records of all of its official actions
and shall nake them accessible in accordance with law and the rules
of the Board.

(f) The Board or one who has allegedly violated the conditions
of his parole or mandatory supervised rel ease may require by subpoena
the attendance and testinobny of wtnesses and the production of
docunentary evidence relating to any matter under investigation or
heari ng. The Chairman of the Board nmamy sign subpoenas which shall be
served by any agent or public official authorized by the Chairman of
the Board, or by any person |awfully authorized to serve a subpoena
under the laws of the State of Illinois. The attendance of witnesses,
and the production of docunmentary evidence, may be required from any
place in the State to a hearing location in the State before the
Chairman of the Board or his designated agent or agents or any duly



constituted Cormittee or Subcommittee of the Board. Wtnesses so
summned shall be paid the same fees and mleage that are paid
witnesses in the circuit courts of the State, and w tnesses whose
depositions are taken and the persons taking those depositions are
each entitled to the sane fees as are paid for |I|ike services in
actions in the circuit courts of the State. Fees and m | eage shall be
vouchered for paynent when the witness is discharged fromfurther
att endance.

In case of disobedience to a subpoena, the Board may petition any
circuit court of the State for an order requiring the attendance and
testimony of witnesses or the production of docunentary evidence or
both. A copy of such petition shall be served by personal service or
by registered or certified mail upon the person who has failed to
obey the subpoena, and such person shall be advised in witing that a
heari ng upon the petition will be requested in a court room to be

However, in the discretion of the Board,
the interview need not be conducted if a psychiatric exam nation
determ nes that the person could not meaningfully contribute to the
Board's consideration. The Board may in its discretion parole a
person who is then outside the jurisdiction on his record without an
interview. The Board need not hold a hearing or interview a person
who is paroled wunder paragraphs (d) or (e) of this Section or
rel eased on Mandatory rel ease under Section 3-3-10.

If the Board shall parole a person,
and, if he is not released within 90 days fromthe effective date of
the order granting parole, the matter shall be returned to the Board
for review

(g) The Board shall nmintain a registry of decisions in which
parol e has been granted, which shall include the nane and case nunber
of the prisoner, the highest charge for which the prisoner was
sentenced, the length of sentence inposed, the date of the sentence,
the date of the parole, the basis for the decision of the Board to
grant parole and the vote of the Board on any such decisions. The
registry shall be made available for public inspection and copying
during business hours and shall be a public record pursuant to the
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provi sions of the Freedom of Information Act.

(h) The Board shall pronulgate rules regarding the exercise of
its discretion under this Section

1, 2000, which added subdivision (a-5).

(b) It is the purpose of this Act to re-enact Section 3 of the
Statewide Grand Jury Act, including the provisions added by Public
Act 89-688 and the subsequent amendnment by P.A  91-225. Thi s

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In such application the Attorney CGeneral shall state that the
convening of a Statewide G and Jury is necessary because of an
al l eged offense or offenses set forth in this Section involving nore
than one county of the State and identifying any such offense
al | eged; and

(a) that he or she believes that the grand jury function
for the investigation and indictment of the offense or offenses
cannot effectively be perforned by a county grand jury together
with the reasons for such belief, and

(b)(1) that each State's Attorney with jurisdiction over
an offense or offenses to be investigated has consented to
the i npaneling of the Statewi de Grand Jury, or

(2) if one or nore of the State's Attorneys having
jurisdiction over an offense or offenses to be investigated
fails to consent to the inpaneling of the Statewide Grand

Jury, the Attorney General shall set forth good cause for

i npaneling the Statew de Grand Jury.

If the Circuit Judge determ nes that the convening of a Statew de
Grand Jury is necessary, he or she shall convene and inpanel the
Statewide Grand Jury with jurisdiction extending throughout the State
to investigate and return indictnents:

(a) For violations of any of the followi ng or for any other
crimnal offense comritted in the course of violating any of the
following: the Illinois Controlled Substances Act, the Cannabis

restricted area, then that restricted area shall not be approved
except by a favorable vote of two-thirds of the Chairman and Board of
Directors. All Agency progranms, ordinances and rules shall be in
conformance with the Rivers, Lakes, and Streans Act. The Agency
shall coordinate efforts of State, federal and | ocal governnments to
i mprove and nmi ntain the waterway.
